W Ab i n g t o n , Sept. 27.—The authori­ 
ties here feel, it was stated yesterday, 
that by consenting to the entry of the 
Comal with food supplies, the Spanish 
officials in a large measure ridded the 
question of evacuation of the urgency 
that attached to it. 
So long as the 
Cubans, starving and naked, were de­ 
nied the relief that m ight come to them 
from the United States government and 
the Red Cross, there was a powerful 
reason for insisting upon the immediate 
evacuation of Cuba by the Spanish gov­ 
ernment officials, in order that, taking 
possession ourselves, we might succor 
the distressed Cubans. Now, however, 
that our government is free to do this 
under existing conditions, there is not 
the same necessity for haste, and the 
war department will not be obliged to 
force American troops in numbers into 
Cuba in the very worst part of the 
season, so far as health conditions are 
concerned. 
Even among the immune 
regiments at Santiago there seems to be 
much sickness. 
It may be said that the president ex­ 
pects that the movement for evacuation 
will begin toward the latter part of Oc­ 
tober and be concluded soon after New 
Year. It is expected that the plan will 
be to place a garrison at one point after 
another, beginning 
probably at the 
western end of the island. The au­ 
thorities have reached the conclusion, 
in view of the spirit shown by the 
Cubans as reported to it, that no more 
than 25,000 men will be required.

AN HONORED CITIZEN. 


A lexander McGraw W ill Be Buried To­ 
m orrow In R iverview . 
Alexander McGraw died yesterday at 
his home in Ravenna after a lingering 
illness, aged 55 years. 
Deceased was formerly a well known 
resident of this city, and for 18 years 
was prominently identified with the 
business interests of the city. 
He re­ 
moved from here to Ravenna a few 
months ago where he engaged in the 
stationery business with Frank Eckler. 
While here he served one term as a 
member of the board of education from 
the Fourth ward and was chosen presi­ 
dent of that body, fulfilling the duties 
of his office in a manner that won for 
him the respect of all citizens. 
On be­ 
ing tendered the nomination for a sec­ 
ond term he declined owing to his rap­ 
idly failing health. 
He was prominently connected with 
the First U. P. church of this city, and 
was one of the founders of the Second 
U. P. church. As an earnest Christian 
citizen he had the respect of all who 
were fortunate enough to know him, 
and his removal to Ravenna caused a 
great deal of regret in the commnnity. 
During the late Rebellion he enlisted 
when but 18 years of age in Bat­ 
tery D, First West 
Virginia light 
artillery and served throughout the war, 
being captured and 
spending nine 
months in Andersonville prison. 
He 
was one of the founders of the Ex­ 
prisoners of War association in this 
county, and the success of the associa­ 
tion is largely due to his efforts. 
The body will arrive here tomorrow 
on the noon train, and the funeral will 
take place from the First U. P. church, 
Dr. J. C. Taggart, officiating. 
Inter­ 
ment will be made at Riverview.

P r e t o r i a , S o u th A f r ic a n R e p u b lic , 
Aug. 25— We have arrived, I guess 
without special incident, at the city that 
will be our home for a number of years, 
and to one coming from the northern 
hemisphere it presents no end of new 
things for consideration. 
Wednesday morning, Aug. 17, when 
I got up I found our vessel calmly lying 
at anchor within gunshot of extensive 
docks off Gape Town. I had seen many 
a picture of Gape Town but had no true 
conception of the beauty of the place as 
it nestles closely under the grand Table 
mountain and spreads around the great 
Lion’s Head to the north. 
By 9 o’clock 
we were up to the dock, and as I had 
been recommended to the Queen’s hotel 
we went out there. It is at Sea Point, 
and about three miles from the docks. 
We found it a beautiful place, with 
broad lawns running down to the sea 
where the breakers, always roaring, are 
met by a solid wall of stone. 
Behind is 
the great Lion’s Head, right over the 
hotel, and looking from the shore it pre­ 
sents a beautiful picture. 
After lunch 
I went to the dock to get the baggage 
through, and was back to the hotel at G, 
ready for the excellent bed prepared. 
Thursday morning I went down to 
the consulate and saw Colonel Stowe 
who was expecting me, and then went 
to the station and booked passage for 
Pretoria. 
Friday we were at the sta­ 
tion at 8 :30 o’clock, and had a compart­ 
ment all to ourselves. 
There were 
hampers of eatables from the hotel to pro- 
ride us with sustenance on the long 
journey. 
We reached Hex River Pass 
at 3 :30 o’clock, and went up the moun­ 
tains at a good grade. 
The scenery was 
fairly good, but I got to rest early in a 
very comfortable bed. 
W hen I awoke 
we were in the Karoo desert, a most 
desolate place with little stunted brush 
and cacti. 
After leaving DeAur we 
passed a number of ostrich farms with 
any number of birds, and reached New­ 
port at 4 o’clock in the afternoon. Here 
we had lunch and dinner from 
a 
novelty, the kitchen van. 
Saturday 
morning we had passed into the Orange 
Free State before I awoke, and at IO 
o’clock we were at Vererusging where 
our luggage was to be examined. My 
passports earned me through without 
examination, and an hour later we 
reached Elando where we changed into 
a Pretoria coach arriving at that point 
about 3 o’clock. 
Monday morning I spent some time 
looking after pnvate affairs and secur­ 
ing box 952 in the postoffice. I saw Mr. 
Harris, of Salem, our county, and re­ 
ceived some mail from Johannesburg. 
We all took a walk before dinner, and 
saw President Kruger’s house. Tuesday 
we walked out to Sunnyside and saw the 
house we expect to take, and after lunch 
I called on Mr. Grabbier, secretary of 
foreign affairs, presenting my credentials 
and asking for my exequatur. 
Mr. 
Jeppe, the same day, took us out to see 
his house at Sunnyside. We were muoh 
pleased w ith it. The next morning I 
went to a hill with two gentlemen and 
secured some views of the town, and at 
IO o’clock met Mr. Jeppe and agreed to 
take his house. Mr. Carey, a United 
States citizen residing at Kimberly, 
called on me the next morning. 
We 
also took possession of our house today. 
It is built as I said before at Sunny­ 
side, on the highest point yet built, and 
I think the most desirable of dwelling 
locations in Pretoria. It is one story, 
there is nothing else here, built of com­ 
ment with all walls solid, no lath. Two 
rooms are to be used as offices for me, 
and the remainder is the residence 
proper. The rent is placed at $900 a 
Tear, but conditions are far different 
here from w hat they are in our own 
country, and I am advised we are get­ 
ting a very good house for little money. 
Jt is ail furnished, and very nicely too. 
They can get £12.6 for a house of five 
rooms unfurnished, while we have in 
Edition to the two excellent office rooms, 
tw° hod rooms, dining room, bath room, 
ffchen and large pantry. The dining 
r°om is a beautiful apartment. 
The 
owner pays the w ater rent, and we have 
® metric light. The front and rear stoops, 
have no verandas here, are wide 
ai rl Co 111 foilable and built of stone. The 
grounds are commodious and filled with 
^ oes and pretty walks. The lot is 250x 
feet and on three sides are small 


cyprus hedges, while that in front is of 
arbor vitae. 
We have a Kaffir boy. 
He can only 
understand three words I say. and I 
cannot understand anything he says. 
We get along fairly well because I point 
■ to what I want, and he understands it. 
| We will use him for scrubbing and 
window washing for the present and as 
; soon as it is necessary he can look after 
the garden. 
He has been raking up the 
lawn today, and has proved his ability 
to make an improvement in its appear 
ance, 
Pretoria looked anything but inviting 
as we came into it. Dust covered every 
thing thickly. 
Yon have no idea of the 
dust in those sections 
of the city 
where much driving is done, and of 
course we came into the busy section. 
But we soon found all Pretoria was not 
so bad as what we first saw of it. Sunny 
side has some, and if it is very windy I 
presume we will have it in our house 
thick.

Rioe and corn grow very well in Cu­ 
ba, and the latter is one of the most 
important articles of food the people 
haye. 
The various garden vegetables 
aud roots can be produced in great 
plenty, and that part of the island op­ 
posite to Key West may become a mar­ 
ket garden of the United States. 
The 
gardeners of the southern states, how­ 
ever, have a great advantage in the ex­ 
perience they possess and in the intelli­ 
gence with which they carry on their 
business. 
That branch of agriculture 
has not reached a high state of excel­ 
lence in Cuba, nor is it likely to do so 
nnless foreigners engage in i t 
There 
woald undoubtedly be openings in this 
direction for American market garden­ 
ers. 
Fruit should be also one of the most 
important and permanent of the exports 
from Cuba to the United States. Bara- 
coa has been the center of this trade, 
but though Santiago is more distant it 
is not sufficiently far removed to be un­ 
able to enter into competition. 
It is 
about as near our Atlantic ports as Port 
Antonia, Jamaica, from which enor­ 
mous shipments of fruits are made to 
New York, 
Boston, 
Baltimore 
and 
other cities. 
With these commodities 
of course the time element is of the ut­ 
most importance, not so much on ac­ 
count of the greater cost of running the 
ship as owing to the deterioration of 
the cargo. 
The sugar growing capacity of Cuba 
is so great that it has been claimed that 
it could supply the whole American 
continent with all the sugar required 
for consumption. 
Many of the sugar 
plantations are quite extensive and em­ 
ploy many hundreds of colored people. 
One of the largest is owned by an 
American and is situated a few miles 
from Havaua. Previous to the outbreak 
of the 
recent 
insurrection a large 
quantity of sugar was produced an­ 
nually on it, but sinoe then the busi­ 
ness has been gradually declining. 
The installation of electric lighting 
in the sugar houses made it possible to 
keep the work going all night, as it 
lighted up the yard and the cane car­ 
rier as well arui also the owner’s house 
and the different offices about the prem­ 
ises. 
Some of the sugar factories on 
Cuban plantations have well appointed 
machine shops, where alm ost. every­ 
thing required in the work can be 
made, and a few’ have foundries, where 
brasswork and small iron castings are 
manufactured. Nearly all the machinery 
is of American construction, from the 
mill to the weighing scales. 
These 


mins, neam engines and other machinery 
are not as massive as those of English 
manufacture, for the simple reason that 
with the stronger American iran such 
bulk is not required. 
Trade in the famous Havana tobacco 
from Cuba reached its greatest degree 
of expansion in 1898. 
it cannot fail to 
be of interest to compare the exports of 
tobacco for that year to the United 
States with those during the same 
period to other countries. To this coun­ 
try there were exported in 1893 158,814 
bales, 67,492,000 cigars and 6,497,575 
packages of cigarettes; to Great Brit­ 
ain, 929 bales, 30,668,000 cigars aud 
1,470 packages of cigarettes; Germany, 
20,847 bales, 21,857,000 cigars and 85,- 
430 packages of cigarettes; France, 
8,832 bales, 11,080,000 cigars and 682,- 
442 packages of cigarettes; Spain, 89,- 
599 bales, 12,118,000 cigars and 5,988,- 
741 packages of cigarettes; South and 
Central America, 209 bales, 2,544,000 
cigars and 2,716,756 packages of ciga­ 
rettes, aud to all other countries 1,135 
bales, 1,606,000 cigars and 20,709,079 
packages of cigarettes. 
Two facts are apparent from the fore­ 
going figures—viz, that the United 
States has been by far the best custom­ 
er Cuba has had for her tobaoco, and 
that the export of unmanufactured to­ 
bacco from the island has practically 
ceased. In 1893 the bales of tobacco ex­ 
ported amounted to 227,865, in 1896 
the entire export only equaled 888 
bales. This enormous decline was in 
consequence of governmental action 
prohibiting sending the tobacco out of 
the country to be manufactured abroad 
aud redounded greatly to the advantage 
of the Havana makers of cigars as well 
as to that of the government 
One of the largest tobaoco plantations 
in Cuba is near Santiago. 
Before tho 
insurrection broke out many hundreds 
of hands were employed, mostly ne­ 
groes. Their cabins formed quite a lit­ 
tle village, and after the men quit work 
the place would become very lively. 
They sang and danced and disported 
themselves with an abandon that was 
very exhilarating to behold. They be­ 
gan work early in the morning, and in 
the hot season generally suspended work 
for a few’ hours during the hottest part 
of the day. 
Great as has been the production of 
tobacco in Cuba in past years its possi­ 
bility of production is vastly greater, 
and nuder the new order of things 
about to be introduced in the island the 
irea of the cultivation of tobacco will 
without doubt be very largely extend­ 
ed. 
There are fortunes to be made in 
the business by Americans of enterprise 
who feel disposed to engage in it. Ow­ 
ing to the troubles in Cuba and the 
financial 
embarrassments 
resulting 
therefrom many plantations will prob­ 
ably be for sale, and at prices which 
cannot fail to be favorable to the pur­ 
chasers.

P r e t o r ia , S o u t h A f r i c a n R e p u b lic , 
Ang. 25— W e have arrived, I guess 
without special incident, at the city th at 
will be our home for a num ber of years, 
aud to one coming from the northern 
hemisphere it presents no end of new 
things for consideration. 
Wednesday m orning, Aug. 17, when 
I got up I found our vessel calm ly lying 
at anchor w ithin gunshot of extensive 
docks off Cape Town. 
I had seen many 
a picture of Cape Town bot had no true 
conception of the beauty of the place as 
it nestles closely under the grand Table 
mountain and spreads around the great 
Lion’s Head to the north. 
By 9 o’clock 
we were up to the dock, and as I had 
been recommended to the Queen’s hotel 
we w ent out there. 
It is at Sea Point, 
and about three miles from the docks. 
We found it a beautiful place, w ith 
broad law ns running down to the sea 
where the breakers, always roaring, are 
met by a solid wall of stone. 
Behind is 
the great Lion’s Head, right over the 
hotel, and looking from the shore it pre­ 
sents a beautiful picture. 
A fter lnnch 
I went to the dock to get the baggage 
through, and was back to the hotel at G, 
ready for the excellent bed prepared. 
Thursday m orning I w ent down to 
the consulate and saw Colonel Stowe 
who w as expecting me, and then went 
to the station and booked passage for 
Pretoria. 
Friday we were at the sta 
lion at 8 :80 o’clock, and had a compart 
nient all to ourselves. 
There were 
hampers of eatables from the hotel to pro* 
vide ns w ith snstenance on the long 
journey. 
W e reached Hex River Pass 
at 3 :30 o’clock, and w ent up the moun 
tains at a good grade. 
The scenery was 
fairly good, bot I got to rest early in a 
very comfortable bed. 
W hen I awoke 
we were in the Karoo desert, a most 
desolate place w ith little stunted brash 
and cacti. 
A fter leaving De Arn* we 
passed a num ber of ostrich farm s w ith 
any num ber of birds, and reached New ­ 
port at 4 o’clock in the afternoon. Here 
we had lnnch and dinner from 
a 
novelty, the kitchen van. 
Saturday 
morning we had passed into the Orange 
Free State before I awoke, and at IO 
o’clock we were at Verernsging where 
our luggage was to be examined. 
My 
passports earned me through without 
examination, and an hour later we 
reached Elando where we changed into 
a Pretoria coach arriving at th at point 
about 3 o’clock. 
Monday m orning I spent some tim e 
looking after private affairs and secur­ 
ing box 952 in the postoffice. 
I saw Mr. 
Harris, of Salem, our county, and re­ 
ceived some mail from Johannesburg. 
We all took a walk before dinner, and 
saw President K ruger’s house. Tuesday 
we walked out to Sunnyside and saw the 
house we expect to take, and after lunch 
I called on Mr. Grobbler, secretary of 
foreign affairs, presenting my credentials 
aud asking for my exequatur. 
Mr. 
Jeppe, the sam e day, took us out to see 
his house at Sunnyside. W e were much 
pleased w ith it. 
The next m orning I 
went to a hill w ith two gentlemen and 
secured some views of the town, and at 
IO o’clock m et Mr. Jeppe and agreed to 
take his house. 
Mr. Carey, a United 
States citizen residing at Kimberly, 
called on me the next morning. 
We 
also took possession of our house today.

Rioe and corn grow very well in Cu­ 
ba, and the latter is one of the most 
im portant articles of food the people 
haye. 
The various garden vegetables 
aud roots can be produced in great 
plenty, and that part of the island op­ 
posite to Key W est may become a m ar­ 
ket garden of the United States. 
The 
gardeners of the southern states, how­ 
ever, have a great advantage in the ex­ 
perience they possess and in the intelli­ 
gence w ith which they carry on their 
business. 
That branch of agriculture 
has not reached a high state of excel­ 
lence in Cuba, nor is it likely to do so 
unless foreigners engage in it. 
There 
woald undoubtedly be openings in this 
direction for American m arket garden 
ere. 
F ru it should be also one of the most 
im portant and permanent of the exports 
from Cuba to the United States. 
Bara- 
coa has been the center of this trade, 
but though Santiago is more distant it 
is not sufficiently far removed to be un­ 
able to enter into competition. 
It is 
about as near our Atlantic ports sh Port 
Antonia, Jam aica, from which enor 
mons shipments of fruits are made to 
New York. 
Boston, 
Baltimore 
and 
other cities. 
W ith these commodities 
of course the time element is of the ut­ 
most importance, not so much on ac­ 
count of the greater cost of running the 
ship as owing to the deterioration of 
the cargo. 
The sugar growing capacity of Cuba 
is so great that it has been claimed that 
it could supply the whole American 
continent with all the sugar required 
for consumption. 
Many of the sugar 
plantations are quite extensive and em­ 
ploy many hundreds of colored people. 
One of the largest is owned by an 
American and is situated a few miles 
from Havaua. Previous to the outbreak 
of the 
recent 
insurrection a large 
quantity of sugar was produced an­ 
nually on it, but since then the busi­ 
ness has been gradually declining. 
The installation of electric lighting 
in the sugar houses made it possible to 
keep tbe work going all night, as it 
lighted up tbe yard and the cane car­ 
rier as well and also the owner’s honse 
and the different offices about the prem ­ 
ises. 
Some of the sugar factories on 
Cuban plantations have well appointed 
machine shops, where alm ost. every­ 
thing required in the work can be 
marie, and a few have foundries, where 
brasswork and small iron castings are

mill to the weighing scales. 
These 


mills, neam engines and other machinery 
are not as massive as those of English 
m anufacture, for the simple reason that 
w ith the stronger American iron such 
bulk is not required. 
Trade in the famous Havana tobacco 
from Cuba reached its greatest degree 
of expansion in 1893. 
It cannot fail to 
be of interest to compare the exports of 
tobacco for that year to the United 
States with those during the same 
period to other countries. To this conn 
try there were exported in 1893 153,314 
bales, 67,492,000 cigars and 6,497,575 
packages of cigarettes; to Great B rit­ 
ain, 929 bales, 30,668,000 cigars and 
1,470 packages of cigarettes; Germany, 
20,847 bales, 21,857,000 cigars and 85,- 
430 packages of cigarettes; France, 
3,832 bales, 11,080,000 cigars and 682,- 
442 packages of cigarettes; Spain, 89,- 
599 bales, 12,118,000 cigars and 5,988,- 
741 packages of cigarettes; Sooth and 
Central America, 209 bales, 2,544,000 
cigars and 2,716,756 packages of ciga­ 
rettes, aud to all other countries 1,135 
bales, 1,606,000 cigars and 20,709,079 
packages of cigarettes. 
Two facts are apparent from the fore­ 
going figures—viz, th at the United 
States has been by far the best custom­ 
er Cuba has had for her tobacco, and 
th at the expert of unm anufactured to­ 
bacco from the island has practically 
ceased, in 1893 the bales of tobacco ex­ 
ported amounted to 227,865, in 1896 
the entire export only equaled 888 
bales. 
This enormous decline was in 
consequence of 
governm ental action 
prohibiting sending the tobacco out of 
the country to be m anufactured abroad 
and redounded greatly to the advantage 
of the Havana makers of cigars as well 
as to that of the government. 
One of the largest tobacco plantations 
in Cuba is near Santiago. 
Before tho 
insurrection broke out many hundreds 
of hands were employed, mostly ne­ 
groes. 
Their cabins formed quite a lit­ 
tle village, and after the men quit work 
the place would become very lively. 
They sang and danced and disported 
themselves w ith an abandon that was 
very exhilarating to behold. 
They be­ 
gan work early iii the morning, aud in 
the hot season generally suspended work 
for a few’ hours during the hottest part 
of the day. 
Great as lias been the production of 
tobacco in Cuba in past years its possi­ 
bility of production is vastly greater, 
and under the new order of things 
about to be introduced in the island the 
*rea of the cultivation of tobacco will 
without doubt be very largely extend­ 
ed. 
There are fortunes to be made in 
the business by Americans of enterprise 
who feel disposed to engage in it. Ow­ 
ing to the troubles in Cuba aud the 
financial 
embarrassments 
resulting 
therefrom many plantations w ill prob 
ably be for sale, and at prices which 
cannot fail to be favorable to the pur­ 
chasers.

possession ourselves, we m ight succor 
the distressed Cubans. Now, however, 
that our government is free to do this 
under existing conditions, there is not 
the same necessity for haste, and the 
war department will not be obliged to 
force American troops in numbers into 
Cuba in the very worst part of the 
season, so far as health conditions are 
concerned. 
Even among the immune 
regiments at Santiago there seems to be 
much sickness. 
It may be said that the president ex­ 
pects that the movement for evacuation 
will begin toward the latter part of Oc­ 
tober aud be concluded soon after New 
Year.

Pittsburg mail agent who is charged 
with failing to walk in the straight and 
narrow way, was given a hearing by 
United States Commissioner Richards 
yesterday at Steubenville. 
Tile princi­ 
pal witnesses were Inspector Holmes 
and Inspector Owen. 
Inspector Holmes in testifying said he 
made up a decoy registered letter in the 
presence of 
Inspector Owen in the 
Seventh Avenue hotel. Pittsburg, plac­ 
ing marked money in a letter and the 
letter in a registered paper pouch. Then 
he went to Uhrichsville aud had it 
placed in a tie sack, and it was taken to 
Bridgeport and he watched it there until 
its transfer to the Cleveland and Pitts­ 
burg on which W alker worked as mail 
agent. 
Inspector Owen got the letter at 
Wellsville and brought it to him at 
Steubenville, to which place Holmes 
came. 
Holmes said they had been hav­ 
ing losses due to registered letters being 
wrongly thrown, getting into tie sacks 
and disappearing, aud they used this 
means of Anding out where the blame 
lay. 
He said the paper pouch contain­ 
ing the registered letter was torn open 
when brought to him by Owen. 
Inspector Owen told of being at Wells­ 
ville on the 16th, and he saw Walker 
take his registered letters to Montgomery 
of the main line. 
He got the registered 
letter pouch torn open on Montgomery’s 
train and brought it to Steubenville to 
Holmes. 
Montgomery said 
W alker 
brought in his registered letters at 
Wellsville, and he signed for them. 
W alker mentioned that the inspector 
was on the platform, and that he still 
had a registered letter in his oar, and he 
thought he had tim e to get it. 
W alker oame back bringing in a regis­ 
tered package and it was torn at one 
corner. 
W alker entered it on a receipt 
book and he signed for it. 
W alker en­ 
dorsed the pouch and Montgomery asked 
him to sign as to its broken condition, 
which W alker did.

Saratoga Conference Committee 
Heard by the President.

Americans appointed at the Saratoga 
conference, held Aug. 19 and 20, to dis- 
| cuss and make recommendations on the 
future foreign policy of the country, 
held two sessions recently and called 
upon the president by appointment at 
the White House the other afternoon 
and presented an engrossed copy of the 
resolutions adopted at that conference 
and a memorial amplifying the resolu­ 
tions. The committee consisted of Hen­ 
ry Wade Rogers, president Northwest­ 
ern university, Chicago; Samuel Gom- 
pers, president American Federation of 
Labor, W ashington; W. P. Wilson, di­ 
rector Commercial museum, Philadel­ 
phia ; Henry MacCrarken, chancellor 
State university, New York; Jam es J. 
Hooker, president board of trade, Cin­ 
cinnati; W irt W. Howe, ex-president 
National Bar association, New Orleans; 
Ralph M. Easley, secretary Civic Feder­ 
ation, Chicago; W illiam A. Giles, vice 
president National 
Business league, 
Chicago; P. W. Meldrim, Savannah, 
Ga. ; Georgo Mc Annoy, secretary Na­ 
tional Civil Service league; J. 
VV 
Jenks, 
professor 
political 
economy, 
Cornell university; Francis B. Thurber, 
president National Exporters’ associa­ 
tion; Richard W. Venable, Baltimore; 
W. N. Kline, Philadelphia. 
The president listened with interest 
to the reading of the memorial by 
Chairman Rogers and said: “ Gentle­ 
men— You came at the supreme mo­ 
ment. 
I w ill give tbf» peace commis­ 
sioners their final instructions, and you 
are here in time to have your recom­ 
mendation heard aud considered before 
that is done. ” The president also fol­ 
lowed w ith great interest the discussion 
of the Saragota conference and was sure 
that they had done great good through­ 
out the country, especially commend­ 
ing the committee for having given so 
fair a hearing to both sides aud for hav 
ing been able to agree on resolutions. 
The president, inclosing a five m inutes’ 
talk to the committee, said, “ I propose 
to do the best I can w ith snoh knowledge 
and light us I have and hope my acts 
in the m atter will be approved by the 
deliberate judgm ent of mankind. ’’ 
The memorial presented to the presi­ 
dent begins by reviewing the call for 
the Saratoga conference aud stating the 
purpose of the meeting, then states the 
resolutions adopted, beginning: 
“ We, the participants in the national 
conference on tho foreign policy of the 
United States held at Saratoga on Aug. 
19 and 20, are substantially agreed as 
follows: We commend the wise and pa­ 
triotic course of the national adm inis­ 
tration in first seeking to avoid war 
with Spain and in subsequently prose­ 
cuting the war w ith vigor aud success 
and bringing it to a speedy conclusion, 
glorious to our arms aud gratifying to 
the high aspirations of our people on 
behalf of freedom and human welfare. 
We believe that the rescued aud liber­ 
ated people of the surrendered islands 
are in a sense temporarily the wards of 
the conquering 
natiou and that we 
should treat them as such. 
W ith our 
views of natural right aud of the ines­ 
timable privilege of civil liberty we 
should not be justified in returning the 
conquered islands to the misrule aud 
oppression from which we have relieved 
them. As soou as the islands under our 
present protection can be trusted to gov­ 
ern themselves they should btl allowed 
home rule, either independently or as a 
part of the United States, as hereinafter 
recommended. U ntil such time as they 
may be able to govern themselves they 
should continue under the protection of 
the United States, and the question as 
to w hether ut some future period, at the 
m utual desire of both, they should be 
permanently annexed should bt* left to 
the tim e when it arises. ” 
The resolutions recommend for the 
new territories free unsectarlan schools, 
advocate the establishment of a graded 
diplomatic service, 
approve interna 
tionul arbitration, commend the presi­ 
dent’s course in refusing to grant letters 
of marque and favor the prohibition of 
privateering and continue: 
“ The conf ermine was uot unmindful 
of the fact that tho war w ith Spain was 
undertaken to give freedom to oppressed 
colonists, and that the government of 
the United States in freeing these peo­ 
ple from their existing allegiance in­ 
curred a moral obligation to see that 
the new government to lie established 
should be one which would insure pro­ 
tection to life, lilierty aud property. To 
that end the conference was of the opin­ 
ion that the people of all surrendered 
islands should be considered as in a 
sense temporarily onr w ards; that the 
possibility of entangling alliances with 
other nations and of imbittered discus­ 
sion w ith or among them could be best 
avoided, and the conservation of peace 
throughout the world could be best a t­ 
tained by the exercise of such protec­ 
tion. 
____________ 


“ It was thought further that as soon 
as these people can be trusted to govern 
themselves they should bo allowed home 
rule, but that until they are able to 
govern themselves they should continue 
under the protection of the United 
States.’’ Emphasizing that we have not 
fought a war of conquest, the memorial 
continues: “ The conference expressed 
no opinion as to the wisdom of ultim ate 
annexation of these islands, but it de­ 
clared its conviction that the question 
as to whether at some future period they 
should be permanently annexed should 
be left to the time when it arises, and 
that if annexation should take place it 
should be at the mutual desire of both 
peoples. 
“ The same large liberality in money 
and effort that bas accomplished the 
physical deliverance of our neighbors 
should be shown in our plans for their 
intellectual aud moral deliverance. 
A 
sum of money much less than we have 
spent in three months of war will sus­ 
tain a magnificent educational campaign 
in all the surrendered territory for an 
entire generation, and when the total 
cost of this campaign shall have been 
paid by these islands they will bencher 
therefor than ever before. 
“ On behalf, then, of education in 
America we submit in addition of our 
Saratoga conference two suggestions in 
regard to particulars that may be expe­ 
dient to be taken next December by con­ 
gress upon the recommendation of the 
president: 
“ F irst.—In the exercise of our pro­ 
tecting 
power let prompt effort be 
made to secure an accumulation of a 
liberal portion of the revenues of the 
surrendered territories for the building 
of schoolhouses aud the establishment 
of a system of elementary schools, in­ 
cluding ample provision for the train­ 
ing of leachers aud for industrial edu­ 
cation. 
“ Second.—Let a moderate appropria­ 
tion be promptly made for a thorough 
investigation of the subject of education 
in the surrendered islands. At least two 
‘special commissioners of education for 
these islands’ m ight be appointed, with 
whom the national commissioner of ed 
u cat iou should co-operate. Let these re­ 
port to congress upon public schools for 
the new population, their report to in ­ 
clude a careful presentation of the facts 
upon which their conclusions may be 
founded, especially the facts iii regard 
to existing schools in the countries in 
question, in the neighboring republics 
and in the West Indies under the con 
trol of Great B ritain.’’ 
The recommendation for a graded 
diplomatic service is expanded with il­ 
lustrations drawn from Great Britain, 
whioh, it is held, w ill be of great value 
to the commercial interests of the U nit­ 
ed States. Then: “ From this commer­ 
cial point of view, also, it may be urged 
that, while the United States has been 
subjected for years to the repressive 
fiscal policy of other nations in securing 
its tropical products, we now, through 
our protecting power over the surren­ 
dered islands, may become iii large 
measure independent. Heretofore Spain 
has kept her colonies in a state of re 
pression. 
Commerce, industry and en 
terprise have been stifled and the wealth 
of the islands has been exploited for the 
benefit of the mother country, to the 
great detrim ent of the colonists. ” 
The president’s attitude on interna 
tional arbitration, outlined in his in­ 
augural address, is commended. Refer 
ring to the protection of private proper 
ty at sea in wartime, the memorial 
quotes many international precedents 
for its exemption from seizure aud says: 
“ Thecommittee would, then,therefore 
recommend the abolition of the system 
of prize money as unequal, unjust aud 
iniquitous in it** operation, tainting pa­ 
triotism with the lust of cupidity aud 
with the immorality of gambling in the 
distribution made, not according to the 
sacrifices made aud risks incurred, but 
according to the accident of rank. 
We 
deem it unjust to the army as well as 
to the naval, marine aud subordinate 
officers, and altogether as of evil infill 
ence uud example. 
“ We cordially indorse the precedent 
set by you when you refused at the be­ 
ginning of the war with Spain to grant 
letters of marque and reprisal. 
We re­ 
gret that your overture was not frankly 
and fully responded to in the same spirit 
by Spain, whoso reservation in regard 
to privateering was a constant menace 
to our commerce and had the same 
practical injurious effects, iii driving our 
commerce to seek neutral bottoms, as 
would have resulted from her actual re­ 
sort to privateering. 
“ We recommend tiiat in tile treaty of 
peace to be concluded between the U nit­ 
ed States aud Spain a stipulation be em­ 
bodied, as in our treaty of 1785 with 
Prussia aud of 1871 with Italy, binding 
the two nations, in the event of war be-

A ug. 25— We have arrived, I Knees 
without special incident, at the city that 
will be our home for a n amber of years, 
aud to one coming from the northern 
hemisphere it presents no end of new 
things for consideration. 
Wednesday morning, Aug. 17, when 
I got up I found our vessel calmly lying 
at anchor w ithin gunshot of extensive 
docks off Cape Town. 
I had seen many 
a picture of Cape Town but had no true 
conception of the beauty of the place as 
st nestles closely under the grand Table 
mountain and spreads around the great 
Lion’s Head to the north. 
By 9 o’clock 
wo were up to the dock, and as I had 
been recommended to the Queen’s hotel 
we went oat there. 
It is at Sea Point, 
and about three miles from the docks. 
We found it a beautiful place, with 
broad lawns running down to the sea 
where the breakers, always roaring, are 
met by a solid wall of stone. 
Behind is 
the great Lion’s Head, right over the 
hotel, and looking from the shore it pre­ 
sents a beautiful picture. 
After lunch 
I went to the dock to get the baggage 
through, and was back to the hotel at 6, 
ready for the excellent bed prepared. 
Thursday morning I went down to 
the consolate and saw Colonel Stowe 
who was expecting me, and then went 
to the station and booked passage for 
Pretoria. 
Friday we were at the sta­ 
tion at 8 :30 o’clock, and had a compart­ 
ment all to ourselves. 
There were 
hampers of eatables from the hotel to pro­ 
vide os with sustenance on the long 
journey. 
We reached Hex River Pass 
at 3 :30 o’clock, and went up the moun­ 
tains at a good grade. 
The scenery was 
fairly good, but I got to rest early in a 
very comfortable bed. 
W hen I awoke 
we were in the Karoo desert, a most 
desolate place with little stunted brush 
and cacti. 
After leaving DeAnr we 
passed a number of ostrich farms with 
any number of birds, and reached New­ 
port at 4 o’clock in the afternoon. Here 
we had lnnch and dinner from 
a 
novelty, the kitchen van. 
Saturday 
morning we had passed into the Orange 
Free State before I awoke, and at IO 
o’clock we were at Vererusging where 
our luggage was to be examined. 
My 
passports earned me through without 
examination, and an hour later we 
reached Elando where we changed into 
a Pretoria coach arriving at that point 
about 3 o’clock. 
Monday morning I spent some time 
looking after private affairs and secur­ 
ing box 952 in the postoffice. 
I saw Mr. 
Harris, of Salem, our county, and re­ 
ceived some mail from Johannesburg. 
We all took a walk before dinner, and 
saw President Kroger’s house. Tuesday 
we walked out to Sunnyside and saw the 
house we expect to take, aud after lunch 
I called on Mr. Grobbler, secretary of 
foreign affairs, presenting my credentials 
aud asking for my exequatur. 
Mr. 
Jeppe, the same day, took us out to see 
his house at Sunnyside. We were much 
pleased with it. 
The next morning I 
went to a hill with two gentlemen and 
secured some views of the town, and at 
IO o’clock met Mr. Jeppe aud agreed to 
take his house. 
Mr. Carey, a United 
States citizen residing at Kimberly, 
called on me the next morning. 
We 
also took possession of our house today. 
It is built as I said before at Sunny­ 
side, on the highest point yet built, and 
I think the most desirable of dwelling 
locations in Pretoria. 
It is one story, 
there is nothing else here, built of cem­ 
e n t with all walls solid, no lath. Two 
rooms are to be used as offices for me, 
aod the remainder is the 
residence 
proper. The rent is placed at $900 a 
▼ear, bat conditions are far different 
here from w hat they are in our own 
country, aud I am advised we are get­ 
ting a very good house for little money. 
It is all furnished, aud very nicely too. 
I hey can get £12.6 fo ra house of five 
rooms unfurnished, while we have in 
addition to the two excellent office rooms, 
two bod rooms, dining room, bath room, 
kitchen and large pantry. 
The dining 
room is a beautiful apartm ent. 
The 
owner pays the w ater rent, and we have 
electric light. The front and rear stoops, 
ay have no verandas here, are wide 
and comfortable and built of stone. The 
fronds are commodious aud filled with 
f J * and pretty walks. 
The lot is 250x 
and on three sides are small 


cyprus hedges, while that in front is of 
arbor vitae. 
We have a Kaffir boy. 
He can only 
understand three words I say, and I 
cannot understand anything he says. 
J We get along fairly well because I point 
j to what I want, and he understands it. 
We will use him for scrubbing and 
window washing for the present and as 
j soon as it is necessary he can look after 
the garden. 
He has been raking up the 
lawn today, and has proved his ability 
to make an improvement in its appear­ 
ance, 
Pretoria looked anything but inviting 
as we came into it. 
Dust covered every 
thing thickly. 
You have no idea of the 
dust in those sections 
of the city 
where much driving is done, and of 
course we came into the busy section. 
Bot we soon found all Pretoria was not 
so bad as what we first saw of it. Sunny 
side has some, and if it is very windy I 
presume we will have it in our house 
thick.

Kioe aud corn grow very well in Cu­ 
ba, and the latter is one of the most 
important articles of food the people 
hays. 
The various garden vegetables 
aud roots can be produced in great 
plenty, aud that part of the island op­ 
posite to Key West may beoome a mar­ 
ket garden of the United States. 
The 
gardeners of the southern states, how 
ever, have a great advantage in the ex 
perienoe they possess and in the intelli­ 
gence with which they carry on their 
business. 
That branch of agriculture 
has not reached a high state of excel 
lence in Cuba, nor is it likely to do so 
unless foreigners engage in it. 
There 
woald undoubtedly be openings in this 
direction for American market garden 
ers. 
Fruit should be also one of the most 
important aud permanent of the exports 
from Cuba to the United States. Bara- 
coa has been the center of this trade, 
but thougli Santiago is more distant it 
is not sufficiently far removed to be un­ 
able to enter into competition. 
It is 
about as near our Atlantic ports as Port 
Antonia, Jamaica, from which enor­ 
mous shipments of fruits are made to 
New York, 
Boston, 
Baltimore 
and 
other cities. 
With these commodities 
of oourse the time element is of the ut­ 
most importance, not so much on ac­ 
count of the greater cost of running the 
ship as ow mg to the deterioration of 
the cargo. 
The sugar growing capacity of Cuba 
is so great that it bus been dunned that 
it could supply the whole American 
continent with all the sugar required 
for consumption. 
Many of the sugar 
plantations are quite extensive and tim 
ploy many hundreds of colored people. 
One of the largest is owned by an 
American aud is situated a few miles 
from Havaua. Previous to the outbreak 
of the 
recent 
insurrection a large 
quantity of sugar w’as produced an­ 
nually on it, but since then the busi­ 
ness has been gradually declining. 
The installation of electric lighting 
in the sugar houses made it possible to 
keep the work going all night, as it 
lighted up the yard uud tho cane car­ 
rier as well and also the ow’uer's house 
and the different offices about the prem­ 
ises. 
Some of the sugar factories on 
Cuban plantations have well appointed 
machine shops, where ainu sit. every­ 
thing required in the work can be! 
made, and a few’ have foundries, where 
brasswork and small iron castings ar** 
manufactured. Nearly all the machinery 
is of American construction, from the 
mill to the weighing scales. 
These 


mills, (team engines and other machinery 
are not as massive as those of English 
luauufacture, for the simple reason that 
with the stronger American iron snob 
bulk is not required. 
Trade in the famous Havana tobacco 


I from Cuba reached its greatest degree 
of expansion in 1893. 
it cannot fail to 
be of interest to compare the exports of 
tobacco for that year to the United 
States with those during the same 
period to other countries. To this coun­ 
try there were ex erted in 1893 153,314 
bales, ti7,492, ODO cigars and 6,497,575 
packages of cigarettes; to Great Brit­ 
ain, 929 bules, 30,668,000 cigars and 
1,470 packages of cigarettes; Germany, 
20,847 bales, 21,857,000 cigars and 85,- 
430 packages of cigarettes; France, 
3,832 bales, 11,080,000 cigurs and 682,- 
442 packages of cigarettes; .Spain, 89,- 
599 bales, 12,118,000 cigars and 5,988,- 
741 packages of cigarettes; South ami 
Central America, 209 bales, 2,544,000 
cigars and 2,716,756 packages of ciga­ 
rettes, aud to all other countries 1,135 
bales, 1,606,000 cigars aud 20,709,079 
packages of cigarettes. 
Two facts are apparent from the fore 
going figures—viz, that the United 
States has been by far the tiest custom­ 
er Cuba has had for her tobacco, aud 
that the export of unmanufactured to­ 
bacco from the island has practically 
ceased. In 1898 the bales of tobacco ex­ 
ported amounted to 227,865, in 1896 
the entire export only equaled 838 
bales. 
This enormous decline was in 
consequence of 
governmental action 
prohibiting sending the tobacco out of 
the country to bt* manufactured abroad 
and redounded greatly to the advantage 
of the Huvuna makers of cigars as well 
as to that of the government. 
One of the largest tobacco plantations 
in Culnt is near Santiago. 
Before tho 
insurrection broke out many hundreds 
of hands were employed, mostly ne­ 
groes. Their cabins formed quite a lit­ 
tle village, and after the men quit work 
the place would become very lively. 
They sang and dauoed and disported 
themselves with an abandon that was 
very exhilarating to behold. 
They be­ 
gan work early in the morning, aud in 
the bot season generally suspended work 
for a few hours during the hottest pari 
of the day. 
Grout as has been the production of 
tobacco in Cuba in past years its possi­ 
bility of production is vastly greater, 
aud nuder the new order of things 
about to Is* introduced in the island the 
$rea of the cultivation ut tobacco will 
without doubt la* very largely extend­ 
ed. 
There are fortunes to be made in 
the business by Americans of enterprise 
who fe» l disposed to engage in it. Ow­ 
ing to the troubles in Cuba aud the 
financial 
embarrassments 
resulting 
therefrom many plantations will prob­ 
ably be for sale, and at prices which 
cannot fail to be favorable to the pur­ 
chasers.
